AND SOCIAL SYSTEMS WILL CONTINUALLY EXIST, AND THERE WILL STILL BE

WHICH CAN BE SOLVED POLITICALLY, AND NOT MILITARILY. 

THE PROCLAMATION OF THE END OF THE COL WAR IS THE RESULT OF A

HIS TRIPS TO MOSCOW AND PEKING, WE SHOULD NOT FORGET THAT "HOT 
AREAS" STILL EXIST. IN THE MIDDLE EAST, INSTABILITY PREVAILS NOW
